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HOW TO SAVE PLATINUM.

How It Is Done =nt the Doep
Gravel Mine.

Editor Courier: Reference to me
writing an articls on platinom I will
my that your local in the last issne of
the Courier reminds me of my prom-
ise. What I did sy wans this, that by
recont investigation I have discovered
thst by our old mettod of cleaning up
oor #luice hoxes we wers losing at
least six-sovenths of the platioom,
perhaps more, surely pot less than that
propartion, saviog ooly the wvery
heaviest of it; that s monthly clean-
ep of aboot s doden boxes by taking
the black ssnd op with the amalgam
and panniog in a tob saved 13 oonces
of platioum, whereas by the old
wethod I would bhave got but iy
of an ounce. This gave me 1§ ounces
of plativom for my extis troable.

Platinowmw is flat sod thin and some
of it very light, though heavy its
very shape makes it elosive in ron-
ning water, To get it all out of the
flume one wust take up all of the
hoavy black sand, the shovel must fit
¢lose to the bottom of the flume, muaw
be sharp and most be held tight to the
bottom sud then if great care is not
usied the plstionm will boil over the
shovel apd it being the color of water
It cannot be seen  an It goes over
The old fashioned way of holding the
shovel in the current of water until
the amnlgam is clean sends all of the
platinom over the shovel axcepting
that which is onder the smalgam,
Then again the method of panning i
the race forfeits the larger portion of
what plativom you have recoversd
from the flume, Papnlog in & tob
hard enongh to free the amalgam of
blnck sand sends over the pan futo the
tub, unobserved with the black sand,
nearly all of the platinem, After the
amalgam lias been panped over, take
the sand from the tub and pan it
very slowly, keeping s sbarp lookout
for partioles of platinum, retaiving
the plstinom o the pan. Pan downu
to about n balf of & teaonp full of
ditritus, then pot this inu s blow pan
and dry oun s stove; when thoroughly
dry blow the waste matter from the
platinum 88 you would blow blsok
mnd fram gold. By being careful
ono can save all of it It {4 tedious
bor it gays I now have ou hand
seven onboes of plationm and expect
to get s moch mote in the final
clennup. When we copsider that there
wirs but one hapdred and wen (110)
ouboes of platinum reported mioed in
the Upited States in 1004 this is pot a
bl showing for oune mioe,
